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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments, see pages 8 and 9, filed 17 February 2009, with respect to 
independent claim 1 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of claim 1 has 
been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-6 and 31-50 are allowed over the Prior Art of record. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The combination of 
elements in relation to each other recited within independent claims 1, 6, 31 and 41 were not 
reasonably found in the Prior Art, most specifically, the arrangement of electrodes and shields.
